Seventy Five Years of Progress 


The new Town of Millis celebrated its birth on February 
26, 1885, two days after the act of incorporation. 
A special train from Boston brought many guests for the oc- 
casion, including members of the Governer’s Council, Senate 
and House of Representives. 


Upon its arrival in Millis about 7:00 P.M., the guests were 
met at the station by the Town Committees, and greeted with 
cannon salutes, red fire and band music. During the evening 
there was a parade, bonfire, banquet and speaking; the records 
state that at the conclusion of the evening's exercises about two 
thousand Millis citizens and guests wended their way home- 
ward, satisfied that the new town hadbeen suitably christened. 


During the year 1885 there was held a total of eight town 


meetings, and the total expenditures for the year were 
$4,747.60. 


In 1885 most of the old grant, or East Medway, was 
incorporated as the Town of Millis. Millis, when incorporated 
was but a small Country Village, most of its 683 people living 
on sixty-one farms. The streets for the most part were two 
ruts, and a horse path, no sidewalks or electric lights; no public 
water system, or high school and only a few very small local 
industries, with limited payrolls. 


When the last census was taken in 1955 the population 
was 3030 as reported by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Officials believe that the population of Millis today will reach 
thirty six hundred persons living in one thousand forty four 
dwellings. 


We now enjoy good roads; sidewalks; excellent water: 
electric lights: churches; good schools; well organized fire and 
police departments; public library: town offices; town and 
memorial parks; beautiful homes; and shaded trees line the 
streets. Each home now enjoys luxuries unheard of seventy 
five years ago. 


The town is blessed with four large, and several smaller 
but important, industries. Their estimated combined payrolls 
for 1960 will be three million dollars. 


Millis has little to boast of beyond it’s neighbors in picturesque 
scenery, but there lies all about much of the quiet loveliness of 
landscape whlch abounds in this part of Massachusetts, and 
especially along the banks of the sleepy Charles. 


Genile elevatlons, beautiful valleys, and the meandering 
river, board far-reaching meadow lands skirted by forests of 
evergreen, the quiet flow of Boggastowe, the waters of South 
End and Mill ponds furnish the elements of scenery not destitute 


of beauty. 


As we look back seventy five years, it is apparent, that 
the act of incorporation and the work and efforts given to bring 
this about, kindled in the hearts and minds of those who were 
fortunate to live within the bounds of Millis, a spirit of Loyalty, 


Co-operation and Service. This Millis Spirit, has continued to 
live year after year. Men and women, have labored unselfishly 
that this Community might progress. 


We are proud of our progress and happy that while there 
has been a great change in the life, appearance, and population 
of this Community there still burns brightly the Millis Spirit of 
patroitism, co-operation, and service, kindled seventy five 
years ago.

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RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
Held in the High School Auditorium 
Millis, Massachusetts, Monday, March 9, 1959 


The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, Mass., was 
held Monday evening, March 9, 1959, in the High School Auditorium, 
and called to order by the Town Moderator, Rudolph F. King at 
7:30 P.M. 


The Town Warrant calling this business meeting was read in part 
by the Moderator, which was signed by Selectmen Raymond E. Simpson, 
Chairman, Morris C. Mushnick, Clerk, and Thomas S. Lydon; 
Attest,-Henry J. Cassidy, Constable. The various articles were 
seperately read and acted upon as the meeting progressed as was the 
custom in past years. 


At this time the Moderator explained that on account of State Fire 
Laws the Constables were instructed to allow only Town voters into 
the main hall and that no standing in the aisles, or sitting on the steps 
on the ramp, would be allowed. For Town Voters unable to find seats 
in the main hall, and other citizens present, provision had been made in 
the lower hall equipped with a loud speaker and a two-way microphone 
whereby they could participate in the doings of the meeting. A roving 
mike in the main hall would be used for any one speaking from the floor 
to accommodate the citizens in the lower hall of this High School 
Building. 

The Annual Town Election of Officers was held in the High School 
Auditorium Monday, March 2, 1959, at which time and place Article 
1. of the Warrant, was disposed of, which read as follows: 

ARTICLE 1—To choose a Moderator for one year, a Town Clerk 
for one year, a Town Treasurer for one year, two Constables for one 
year, one Selectman for three years, one member of Board of Public Wel- 
fare for three years, one Assessor for three years, one School Committee- 
man for three years, one Trustee of Public Library for three years, one 
Park Commissioner for three years, one Sewer Commissioner for three 
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years, one Water Commissioner for three years, one member of the 
Planning Board for five years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three 
years.

Shall section sixty-nine C to sixty- nine F, inclusive, of Chapter 
forty-one of the General Laws, providing for the establishment of a 
Board of Public Works exercising the powers of certain other depart- 
ments, and Town Officers, be accepted?

The Moderator paid a very fine tribute to Mr. Stephen Paine who 
is Chairman of the Finance Committee and was absent from this Town 
Meeting on account of illness. 


It was Unanimously Voted that Greetings be sent to Mr. Stephen 
Paine from this Annual Town Meeting and that a rising vote of thanks 
be given him for the untiring and invaluable services that he has rend- 
ered in the past as a member of the Finance Committee of the Town of 
Millis, and that we do hope that he will be with us for future services. 

Business resumed and it was Voted under Highways and Bridges 
that the sum of $1,000.00, be added to the recommended amount of

ARTICLE 5—To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Wel- 
fare Department to pay from their appropriation the sum of $364.00 
to cover an unpaid bill of 1954 due the City of Boston, who have received 
judgment against the Town of Millis for like amount in Suffolk 
Superior Court Case No. 506910, or act in any manner relating thereto.

The following report was made by the Clerk of the Water Invest- 
igating Committee, Paul T. Clancy: 


October 4, 1959 
To the Citizens of the Town of Millis 


The Water Investigating Committee herewith submits its report 
to the Citizens of the Town of Millis. This committee was created 
under Article 26 of the 1959 Annual Town Meeting and it was voted 
that the Moderator appoint a committee of three to act in conjunction 
with the Water Commissioners to study the Town Water System 
and investigate the need for further development of the water system 
of the Town of Millis and report at the next meeting. 


On April 13, 1959 the Moderator appointed the following to serve 
on this committee, Lloyd C. King, C. Leslie Simpson and Paul T. 
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Clancy. The first meeting was Called by Chairman of the Water Board 
on June 6, 1959 for a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen. 
Several meetings followed this one with many discussions taking place 
and it was decided that this committee should meet with the Water 
Board’s Consulting Engineer, Clarence I. Sterling, and to review 
his most recent report and recommendations. 


The committee met with Mr. Sterling on July 21st and discussed 
his report. We were informed by him at th’s meeting that he was 
hired to find a new source of supply and not to investigate the possi- 
bilities of water being obtained from from the existing well field. 
However, upon conclusion of this meeting Mr. Sterling said he would 
be glad to consider the posibilities of obtaining additional water from 
the existing source along with several other improvements and that 
he would submit to the Water Board an estimate of cost and that he 
would revise his proposal for the South End Pond Project, due to the 
increase in cost since his first report. 


However, considerable time elapsed before the Committee received 

this report on September 9th. It was agreed upon at this time by all 
members of the committee, that the Town did need an auxiliary well of 
sufficient yield, and pumping equipment of ample capacity to meet 
the heavy draw off during periods of peak demand. 
Also to give the Town the proper protection against mechanical failure 
to the existing gravel wall well. In addition, it :s our opinion, that 
auxiliary power should be provided for, and this was not included in 
the South End Pond Proposal. 


After reviewing Mr. Sterling’s report and estimated cost of various 
projects, we discussed the possibilities of testing the existing well field 
and decided that it would be the proper procedure. The Board of 
Water Commissioners agreed to take on the financial obligation as 
there was money available in the well testing account. 


The D. L. Maher Co., Well Supply Contractors, were engaged to 
drive the test wells and set up the testing equipment. The test was 
started on Sept. 27th and was terminated on Oct. Sth. 

The test pump operated electrically along with the existing well 
continuously, so as to assure the correct drawdown and to enable us

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to compute the yield of the complete well field. We have arrived at the 
following conclusions, 


1. That the yield is approximately 2100 GPM. 


2. If an additional well is constructed, using a factor of safety 
of 50%, over a 1,000 GPM could be obtained while operating 
the two pumps in parallel. 


3. Operating the proposed well separately, the pump should be 
designed to pump 750 GPM and when operating in parallel 
with the existing unit, it would fall back to 500 to 525 GPM. 


4. That the pump would be of the deep well turbine type, having 
a right angle gear drive and gasoline auxiliary engine. 


5. That the electrical controls would include a telemetering 
system to automatically control the water level in the storage 
facilities and to actuate the pumps. 


6. That this equipment would be housed in a brick structure 
similar to the existing station. 


There are many advantages in the existing well field that can’t be 
overlooked. Such as availability of existing electric power lines, existing 
metering equipment and discharge piping which could be utllized, also 
there would be no need of building access roads. 


The committee also recognizes the well known fact that fire pro- 
tection as required by the National Board of Fire Underwriters and 
the New England Insurance Rating Bureau, will not be improved to 
any great extent with an auxiliary well located anywhere in the Town 
until the Town provides for additional storage and improvements in 
the distribution system with larger mains, also the connection of 
several outstanding deadends. 

Therefore, the committee has outlined several recommendations, 
including an article in the warrant of the Special Meeting of October 


1959! 


1. To construct a gravel wall well including plumbing equip- 
ment and controls and a pumping station on the existing well 


field off Water St. on Water Dept. land. 
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2. Elevated storage for the North end of Town. 


3. Installation of 10” cast iron main on Acorn St. from the 
intersection of Spencer to Village St. 


4, Installation of a main on Spring St. from the residence of 


Louis DeAngelis to Plain St. 


5. Installation of a telemetering system between the storage 
facilities and pumping station.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of Millis: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as your town counsel 
telating to litagated matters involving the Town of Millis during the 
year of 1959: 


The first of these litigated matters was entered in the Suffolk 
Superior Court, holden at Boston. This action was brought by Julius 
Doliner, trustee as the petitioner, against the Board of Water Com- 
Missioners and a companion ease against the Building Inspector of the 
Town of Millis. The case against the Board of Water Commissioners 
 inyolved the issue of the requirement of the said board to furnish water 
_ to the seven lots on Orchard Street owned by petitioner Doliner. The 
Case against the Building Inspector involved the denial of said inspector 
to issue building permits for the same seven lots where an alleged water 

_ shortage existed. 


In the petition against the Building Inspector the court by the 
Justice Quirico held, that building permits could not be denied to the 
petitioner. Pursuant to this decision building permits for the lots in 
- issue were granted. 


In the petition against the Board of Water Commissioners the 
court by Justice Quirico held, that said Board was not compelled to 
furnish water to said seven lots of the petitioner. This petition was 
therefore, denied. 
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The second of these litigated matters was entered in the Superior 
Court of Norfolk County, holden at Dedham. This action was 
brought by Julius Doliner, trustee as the petitioner, against the 
Planning Board, and involved, in essence, the validity of the action of 
the Planning Board concerning a definitive subdivision plan submitted 
to said board by the petitioner. Julius Doliner, trustee on the ninth 
day of April, 1959. The planning board took the position that it was 
unable to approve the petitioner’s subdivision plan for the reason that 
said plan did not conform to the requirements of the zoning by-law as 
amended pursuant to the adoption of the Article 28 at the March 9, 
1959 annual town meeting by vote of the citizens of the Town of 


Millis. 


The matter was subsquently removed to the Superior Court of 
Suffolk in order that a “speedy” trial could be effected. The matter 
was, thereafter, brought to trial before Justice Good. Justice Good 
took the matter under advisement and decision is still pending at the 
writing of this report. 


The third and final matter to be litigated during the year of 1959 
was entered in the Superior Court of Middlesex holden at Cambridge. 
This action was brought by Julius Doliner, trustee as the petitioner 
against Lloyd King, the Town Clerk and Charles Mandell, the Build- 
ing Inspector. The issues involved were the validity of the amend- 
ment to the zoning by-law as adopted by vote of the citizens at the 
annual town meeting held on March 9, 1959, and the validity of manner 
in which said annual town meeting was conducted. Justice Wisnioski 
who presided at this trial rendered his descision in favor of the Town 
of Millis, and stated in his decision that the amendment to the zoning 
by-law was valid and that the said annual town meeting was a duly 
constituted meeting. The petition of Julius Doliner, trustee was, 
therefore, denied. 


The total expense involved in the above litigated matters was 


$2959.00. 
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I wish to take this opportunity to thank, most heartily, the Select- 
men, the members of the Planning Board, Mrs. Beryl Spencer, the 
Town Clerk, the Town Moderator, the members of the Finance Board 
and all other officials of the Town of Millis for their most welcome co- 
operation and consideration towards me in this, my first year as your 
Town Counsel. I sincerely appreciate the assistance they have given 
to me this past year. 


I also, at this time, wish to commend Mrs. Grace Dalton and 
Mrs. Marge Whitecross for their impartial, informative and most pro- 
fessional news coverage of the litigated matters discussed above.

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MILLIS PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT — 1959 
REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


The outstanding factor in our libary operations in 1959 was the 
increase in circulation, up more than 2,000 over 1958, and the con- 
squent changes in organization and service to meet this greater demand. 


A larger number of books, both best sellers and classics, was pur- 
chased for adult and juvenile borrowers and the reserve system insti- 
tuted in 1958 worked smoothly and quickly to supply the demand for 
new books. The reference department was expanded as our four-year 
plan of buying basic reference works from recommended lists of state 
and national library associations was completed this year. A new un- 
abridge dictionary was purchased and the much-requested READERS 
GUIDE TO PERIODICAL LITERATURE was added. A pam- 
phlet file was started and the important work on the shelf list was 
on schedule, 


Progress on revising the card catallogue has been accelerated by 
subscription to the Wilson system of printed cards, which has cut our 
labor costs and broadened the uses of the catalogue. For easier access 
to the fiction shelves, the fiction and non-fiction books were moved and 
classification lables have been pasted on mysteries and westerns to help 
patrons quickly identify their favorites. 


Our special activities with children were carried on as usual with 
the Story Hours conducted by Mrs. Marjorie Sheehan in the winter 
and spring and the Summer Reading Club in full swing during July 
and August. The children’s field trip was a tour through the Clicquot 
Club plant, conducted by Mr. Valera, with refreshments and souvenirs 
to top off a most interesting afternoon. A library orientation course 
taught at the library by Mrs. Sheehan for the five classes of seventh 
an eighth graders of the Millis Public Schools was started in Noy- 
ember and will continue through January. 
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The success of our operations this year was due to the untiring

The Sewer Commissioners organized on March 10, 1959 as 
follows:

The regular meeting of Sewer Commissioners will be held the 
Second Thursday of each month at Town Office at 8:00 p.m. 


Article 4 of the Special Town Meeting in March of 1959, the 
Town voted the sum of $3500 to rebuild, sludge bed and a Filter 
bed. 


This job has been done and beds are working very good. We 
have 1 more Sludge bed to rebuild which is badly needed and 2 filter 
beds to rebuild, this will complete the rebuilding of the beds. We 
are inserting an article in Annual Warrant for a sum of money to 
complete this job. 


With the sewer system of Millis being enlarged a great deal 
with the Gabriel Electronics and the Junior High School when 
completed. The cost of maintaining the sewers will add to our main- 
tainence cost. With steady increase of Sewerage. We are asking 
for more money for our Budget for 1960. The Town must look a 
head of building 2 new Filter beds in the near future to take care 
of increased load of Sewerage. 


In May 1959 at Special Town Meeting article asking for ex- 
tension of Sewer from Spring St. and Auburn Rd. to LaCroix Corner 


and Gabriel Electronics this article voted Unanimous appropriated 
$26,600, 
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On Monday, July 6, 1959, the bids for Contract No. 12 for the 
ditching and laying of an 10 inch Sewer main with six inch pro- 
perty line laterals extending Millis sewer system on Main St. from 
Spring St. and Auburn Rd. to LaCroix Corner and Gabriel Elect- 
romics, were opened at the New Fire House. They were as follows.

The Sewer Commissioners held a meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen and members of the Finance Board in regards to contract 
No. 12 for additional funds for the job. A letter was read from 
Engineers office of Haley and Ward. The Board of Selectmen told 
the Sewer Board that a special Town Meeting would be held by 
August 20, 1959. August 20th came no special Town Meeting it 
Was postponed to Sept. 5, 1959 it did not take place Sept. 5. 


Sept. 29, 1959 


The Sewer Commissioners received a letter from Harold Sim- 
pson stating his resignation from the Sewer Commissioners as of this 
date Sept. 29, 1959. We regret to hear our Chairman resigned. 


On Oct. 5, 1959, a Special Town Meeting was held. The ad- 
ditional funds were granted on Contract No. 12 making the total 
$36,600. 


The Board voted to follow Engineers recommendation and 
awarded the Contract No. 12 to Ricci & DeSantis, lowest bidder at 
his contract $29,959.00. 
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This job was started the last week in Oct. 1959 and the trunk 
line and house laterals were all installed on Dec. 15, 1959. 


The assessment for Sewer Extension is levied to the abutters at 
$2.25 per foot of frontage. 


Sewer rental to the users of Sewer system is at a rate of 50% of 
their water bill. All property owners wishing to connect to the sewer 
system must have a permit from the Sewer Commissioners and the 
contractors or person doing the job must be approved by the Sewer 
Commissioner. The entrance into the Sanitary Sewer for purpose of 
water drainage other than sewerage is PROHIBITED and garbage 
Disposal is Prohited. All Sewer connections are subject to inspection 
by the Sewer Commissioners.

MILLIS SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


At a Sepcial Town Meeting on October 14, 1958, plans for the 
the construction of a six year Junior-Senior High School, with an 
appropriation of $1,570,000.00, had been approved by the townspeople. 


Acting on that approval, the School Building Committee author- 
ized the architect, Walter M. Gaffney Associates, to proceed with the 
finished drawings and specifications. The Carr-Dee Company was 
authorized to make test borings at the site. These borings showed ex- 

-flent soil conditions for construction. Meanwhile final approval of 
state aid was received from the Massachusetts School Building As- 
sistance Commission, which also approved the final drawings and 


specifications. 


The Building Committee received a letter of approval from Mr. 
Herman Dine, authorizing the Town of Millis to borrow the nec- 
essary funds over the debt limit for the construction of the new school. 


During 1959 the School Building Committee met with the Board 
of Selectman, the Finance Committee, the Sewer Commissioners, the 
Water Board, the School Committee, the Park Commissioners, and 
Chief Ward of the Fire Department, concerning various phases of the 
construction. The Committee wishes to thank each and every member 
of those Committees and Boards for their assistance and fine spirit of 
cooperation. Further, the Committee wishes to thank the Town Clerk 
and the Town Treasurer for their assistance on this project. Several 


_ members of the Junior-Senior High School Faculty ably assisted the 


Superintendent and the Committee in preparing layouts and lists of 
needed equipment for special study areas. 
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On June 4, 1959, sub-bids were received and on June 10th bids 
were received on the general contract. On June 15th, the Committee 
unanimously voted to award the general contract for the Junior-Senior 
High School to the low bidder, Park Construction Company, Inc., 40 
Court Street, Boston, Massachusetts, for the bid price of $1,323,587.00. 


On June 22nd, the Committee appointed Mr. Rennie J. Spring, 
of Medfield, Clerk of the Works. On June 29th, after approval by 
Mr. Petrocca the Town Counsel, the contract for the construction of 
the school was signed by the Committee and Mr. Frank Pasquale, 
Treasurer of the Park Construction Company. Construction began on 
June 30th. 


At that time the Building Committee purchased additional public 
liability insurance for the protection of the town in the event of per- 
sonal injury on the school building site during construction. 


All rough grading, ground preparation, footings, building found- 
ation walls and concrete floor slab work has been completed. Also, 
the water and sewer installations have been made. Much plumbing, 
heating and electrical work has been roughed in. 


During the Fall the steel strike made it impossible to secure the 
steel which was to have been delivered during October. A delay of 
three months in securing steel has resulted, but steel is now being de- 
livered on the job and the expection is that the erection of steel will 
take place during February 1960 with the beginning of masonry con- 
struction following in March. 


At the present time, the best estimate of delay in completion of 
the project is three to four months beyond the original September 1960 
completion date. Everything possible has been done to date in complet- 
ing other phases of construction which ordinarily would have been left 
until after erection of steel so that the delay would be cut to a min- 
imum, We have received assurance from Park Construction Company 
that the fastest possible stepped-up construction schedule will be foll- 
owed as soon as steel is erected

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Millis for the period from April 18, 
1957, the date of the previous audit, to March 23, 1959, and submit 
the following report thereon: 
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The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for col- 
lection were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared 
with the records of the several departments collecting money for the 
town and with the treasurer’s cash book, while the recorded disburse- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants and with the treas- 
urers records. The appropriations and transfers, as entered, were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by town 
mectings with the finance committee’s authorizations of transfers from 
the reserved fund. 


Ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on March 23, 1959, 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail, preparatory to a transfer of the books and accounts 
and of the cash and securities to the newly elected town treasurer. The 
cash book was added, and the receipts as recorded were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid into 
the town treasury. The payments were checked with the warrants of 
the slectmen authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with 
the town accountant’s records. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on March 23, 1959, after adjust- 
ments for errors and omissions, was verified by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements and certificates furnished by the banks 
of deposit and by actual count of the cash and listing of cash mem- 
oranda in the office. This reconciliation disclosed a cash discrepancy 
of $1,407.55, which amount was paid into the town treasury prior to 
the completion of the audit. 


Considerable difficulty was encountered in reconciling the former 
treasurer's cash, and it was found necessary to reconcile the monthly 
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bank statements for practically the entire period under audit. Accord- 
ingly, it is. recommended that the new treasurer prove the balances in 
the banks and the cash in the office with the cash book balance at least 
weekly and with the accountant’s ledger control at least monthly, thar 
the bank accounts be promptly reconciled with the bank statements 
upon receipt, and that he keep a permanent record of such reconcili- 
ations. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The amounts of debt and 

interest due and unpaid were listed and reconciled with the balance 
____ as shown by a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


5 The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved and the 
withdrawals were verified.

r The records of tax titles and tax possessions were checked with 
the collector's and the accountant’s records and compared with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of employees’ payroll deductions for Federal and 
State taxes, the county and the school teachers’ retirement systems, 
and for group insurance were examined and checked. The deductions 
were compared with the receipts as recorded in the treasurer’s cash 
book, the payments to the proper agencies were verified, and the bal- 
ances were proved with the ledger controls. 


a The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
_ checked in detail. The tax, excise, and sewer assessment accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination, as well as all sub- 
sequent commitments, were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ 
_ warrants. The payments to the treasurer were checked with the trea- 
 surer’s cash book, the recorded abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title 
account were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the respective ledger controls. The cash balance on 
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March 23, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of 
the cash in the office. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, sewer, and water ac- 
counts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct: 


It is recommended that the assssors promptly notify the tax col- 
lector of all abatements granted, and that they report these abatements 
to the town accountant at least monthly. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
examined. The payments to the State were verified by comparison 
with the receipts on file, the payments to the town treasurer were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s cash book, and the cash on hand was proved 
by actual count. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued were ex- 
amined, the payments to the town treasurer were verified, and the 
cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The records of water department accounts receivable were ex- 
amined and checked. The outstanding accounts at the time of the pre- 
vious examination and all subsequent charges were audited and proved. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified by comparison with the 
treasurer's cash book, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the town accountant’s controlling accounts, and the cash on hand 
March 23, 1959 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The audit of the water charges disclosed many metered water 
accounts which had not been billed for at least two years. This omiss- 
ion aggregating $3,297.62 was called to the attention of the water com- 
missioners and the water registrar, and the omitted accounts were 
promptly billed. 


The audit also showed many instances where collections were 
envered in the cash books on dates considerably later than the date of 
actual receipt, and also showed considerable delay in turning over 
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water collections to the town treasurer. 


Due to the resignation of the water registrar as of May 22, 1959, 
the audit of the water department accounts was extended to that 
date, and detailed lists of the outstanding accounts as of May 22, 1959 
were prepared and given to the newly appointed water registrar and 
water collector for their use. 


The additional work required to reconcile the treasurer's cash 
and to audit the water registrar's accounts added materially to the time 
consumed in making the audit. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures, and the build- 
ing, plumbing, and wire inspectors, as well as of the police, health, 
library, school, and cemetery departments, and of all other departments 
in which money was collected for the town or bills were committed for 
collection, were examined and checked, and the payments to the town 
treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax prossession, departmental, and 
Water accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust and investment funds. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express ap- 
preciation for the cooperation extended by the several town officials 
during the progress of the audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


During 1959 your School Committee has changed to a weekly 
meeting basis to allow for more time to analyze, discuss, and decide 
on policies designed to provide the best possible education for our grow- 
ing number of young people. 


Housing presents our most serious problem. For years it has been 
said that we have been running out of space in the schools — in 1959 
we ran out completely. With great reluctance, and after months of 
study, the Committee established the first part of a double session pro- 
gram which went into operation in September. Even so, many teachers 
have classes that are too large at present. This, plus the size of incoming 


classes, dictates further extension of the double session program in 1960 
‘only until completion of the new building. Although there are many 


facts to consider in determining such a program the Committee's princ- 
ipal guidance comes from its policy of doing its considered best for the 
EDUCATIONAL side of the student body as a whole. Physically, both 
schools received proper maintence in 1959 — painting, installation of 
new floor areas where needed, stair treads and the like, but our princ- 
ipal expenditure was for installation of automatic fire alarm equipment. 
We feel that this equipment was vital to the saftey of our children and 
for protection of expensive plants, particularly during times they are not 


»occupied. 


Our greatest expenditure is, of course, teacher salaries. Our Com- 
mittee has in 1959 maintained a salary level equal or better to those of 
neighboring or near neighboring towns of comparable size and with 
whom we must compete for our faculty. In addition we have attempted 
to create an atmosphere, academic and otherwise, in which our faculty 
is able to do its best work and in which it will wish to stay. We are 
pleased to report that this program has been eminently successful in 


1959, 
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The Committee accepted the retirement of Clyde F. Brown with 
very deep regret. We participated in every way in the warm homage 
paid to this dedicated educator who did so much for Millis children. 
We were very pleased at being able to aquire his successor, Mr. Wil- 
liam Vellante, who already has indicated that he is going to make an 
outstanding record. , 


In 1959 and prior years Millis and Norfolk have shared equally 
in the time of Superintendent Dr. George C. Roy. In our October 
Millis-Norfolk Superintendency Union meeting it was voted to amend 
his division of time to eighty per cent for Millis and twenty per cent 
for Norfolk, Your Committee feels that this was an excellent step to- 
ward strengthening the effectiveness of our Administrative area which 
becomes increasingly necessary for progress and growth. 


The present Consolidated School building must be altered in 1960 
and future years to accommodate incoming elementary children. New 
desks and chairs will be needed to replace present equipment and toilet 
and other facilities adjusted for this younger group. 


Transportation is a problem that must receive thorough study in 
1960. We are faced with the choice between the purchase of another 
bus and driver or reducing the number of students being transported. 
If our school population continues to grow at its present rate it is easy 
to predict that we must not only purchase another bus but also reduce 
the number carried. 


‘The Committee was most pleased at the addition of the Morris C. 
Mushnick Scholarship to the present list of scholarships. The Com- 
mittee hizhly commends those who make these scholarships available 
to further the education of our deserving young people. 


The Committee feels that the School System underwent substantial # 
Progress in 1959 despite many inescapable difficulties. With the advent 
of the new school, which is desperately needed, we feel confident that 


the education of Millis children will be the very best that we can 
provide. 


During 1959 the School Committee received the help and advice 
of many people to whom we are grateful. Our administrators worked 
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a great many hours beyond the requisites of their position and to them 
We express our commendation and appreciation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS ; 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Millis: = 


Herewith I submit my eleventh report as Superintendent of Schools. 
It is the sixty-eighth in a series of :chool reports and includes selections 
from reports of Principals, Supervisors, Special Instructors and Coaches, 
The purpose of this report is to point out the educational highlights of 
1959 and to comment on them briefly. 


PRINCIPAL CLYDE F. BROWN A 


Last June Principal Clyde F. Brown retired after thirty-five years 
of faithful and untiring service to the youth and citizens of Millis. His 
resignation was accepted by the School Committee “with deep reget.” 


During this span of time Mr. Brown has served three generations 
of many families in the community. The new elementary school, the 
Clyde F. Brown School, has been named in his honor, which is seldom 
done while an individual is in the service of a school system. 


He graduated from Lamaille Central Academy, Hyde Park, Vermont 
in 1911 and was awarded his Bachelor of Science degree from the Un- 
versity of Vermont in 1915. 


His first assignment in the field of Education was at the Farm and 
Trade School in Boston where he stayed for five years. Next he accepted 
a position as high school principal at Concord, Vermont, and he re- 
mained there for three years until his appointment in Millis in 1924.

In September of that year he assumed the position of principal of 
Millis Consolidated School and had under his jurisdiction grades 1 
through 12. 


Due to the increase in enrollment he confined his duties to the 
Junior-Senior High School since 1951. For several years he was active 
in the Norfolk County Teachers Association and at one time served as — 
its president.

Mr. Brown held the same post in the Principals’ Round Table Group 
covering this area. He holds membership in the Massachusetts Sec- 


His life’s work, in the greatest degree, has been the education of the 4 


on the academic alone is not sufficient for success. He has whole- — 
heartedly endorsed athletics and related programs. 
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During his tenure he has seen many graduates enter the business 
world, industry, and the armed forces, and has seen them achieve sucess 
in their chosen fields. 


Mr. and Mrs. Brown are now living in Bridgton, Maine at the 
Victorian House. We wish them both many happy years of health and 
good fortune. 


To fill the vacancy created by Mr. Brown's resignation the School 
Committee established minimum educational requirements and minimum 
experience for the position. These included two degrees - a bacheler’s 
and a master’s degree - and successful experience in the field as a teacher 
and administrator. This information was made available to all reputable 
colleges and universities in New England and some in New York. Over 
forty applied for the position. The School Committee and Superintendent 
studied all applications, Finalists were selected and about twenty-five 
interviewed. The Committee spent considerable time studying these 
confidential papers, 


About six were finally selected to be visted, and Mrs. O'Neill, Chair- 
man of the Committee, and your Superintendent, visited these schools. 
Some were in Massachusetts and others in Maine and New Hampshire. 
Final candidates were selected, and interviewed, and the Committee 
elected Mr. William Vellante who was serving as Principal] of the Junior 
High School in Easton, Massachusetts. Previously he had served as 
Assistant Principal of the High School in the same community. 


Mr, Vellante has two degrees — a B. S. in Education and a M. Ed. 
from Boston University and at present is doing advanced study at the 
Samie institution. We are pleased with the quality of work being done 
by Mr. Veilante and trust that his stay in Millis will be long.

OUR MAJOR PROBLEM — SCHOOL HOUSING 


For the past two years I have pointed out the need for adequate 
school housing to be our number one problem. Last September with 
the increased enrolment it was neccessary, as previously predicted, to 
operate two grades: namely, five and six, on double sessions. Under 
this plan pupils in grade five have attended the morning sessions — 
8:10 — 12:15 — and the pupils in grade six have used the same three 
rooms in the high school building from 12:20 — 4:30. At the middle of 
the year these classes will interchange — the fifth grade will attend 
the afternoon session and the sixth grade will attend the morning session 
for the balance of the present school year. In each of these emergency 
programs arrangements have been made for a “brief” recess and milk 
period. Parents have certainly cooperated to make this plan function 
properly. 


SCHEDULING FOR SEPTEMBER 


Recently a short article appeared in the local newspapers stating 
that Millis would double session classes at the elementary level in 
September. The above statement is true and probably some comments 
about the proposed plan will make it more meaningful. 


To begin with, since the present fifth and sixth grades are on 
double sessions it seemed feasible to use a plan which would not involve 
these two groups if possible. 


It was found in the majority of communities in our state that 
double sessions were carried on at the elementary level. Throngh the 
National Education Association your superintendent contacted the ad- 
ministrative school offices in Bloomington, Minnesota. In that com- 
munity double sessions if needed are generally scheduled at the lower 
level and more classes ‘become inyolved depending on the need. They 
have also carried on a testing program and the results show that some 
classes that attend both afternoon as well as some that attend morning 
sessions rank high, 
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Another important item is that according to the proper authorities 
that the new junior-senior high school will be delayed but for a short 
time. 


Further, did you realize that it has been necessary to schedule 
classes with over forty pupils each in our primary grades? The only 
Way we could possibly add additional classrooms and teachers at the 
present time is by double sessioning at the elementary level. 


Under the proposed plan we shall also be able to use addition per- 
sonnel at the junior-senior high school level and begin our expanded 
able to move in with the program in effect in the present building. 
program in September so when the new building is ready we shall be 


Briefly, at the elementary level two rooms and two teachers would 
‘be used for the Kindergarten groups (one in the Clyde Brown School 
and one in the High Schoo] Building.) Arrangements would be made, 
as in the past, for half to attend in the morning and half in the after- 
noon in each of these Kindergarten groups. 


Four first, four second, and four third grades would be involved 
with two first, two second, and two thirds scheduled for the morning and 
two first, two second, and two thirds scheduled for the afternoon session. 
At the fourth grade level two fourth grades would be scheduled for the 
morning and one for the afternoon session. In grade five one fifth 
grade will be scheduled for the morning and two for the afternoon. 
Grade six, formerly grade five, which is on double sessions now, would 
operate the same hours as seven through twelve. 


At the junior-senior high school level it is necessary to add an- 
other teucher, probably in the English—Social Studies field Mr. Rivers, 
who is on leave of absence to take advantage of a Fulbright Scholar- 
ship at the University of Paris, will return in September. With Mr. 
Rivers and Mr. Dugas we shall be wble to extend our foreign language 
program. We are contemplating engaging a full time junior-senior high 
school librarian. This is one erea which should prove very ‘helpful for 
our students. At present our library books at this level are assigned 
to subject matter teachers. 


It would seem that it would be wise to divide the responsibilities 
now assigned to Mr. Doyle of Assistant Principal, Guidance Director 
and teacher of Social Studies and English. The guidance office should 
not be associated with discipline nor discipline with guidance. A 
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division of these two — assistant principal and guidance director — 
is needed. 


Probably student programs at the high school level might be evalu- 
ated with the following in mind. Some pupils are able to carry five 
subjects at the high school level and still maintain the proper quality. 
On the other hand, it would seem that there are some students who 
are now carrying five subjects and if the number were reduced to four 
for them they would improve the quality in these four areas of 
learning. Prior to September studies of programs for next year might 
be evaluated with the above in mind. Basically it is our intent that 
students work to their capacity at all times and in the proper areas.

The emphasis in elementary education has been extended. Child 
development, child guidance and understanding, good heaJth — both 
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mental and physical — a good environment and a feeling of security and 
happiness are included. It should not be concluded from all this that 
knowledge and scholarship are neglected. 


The public schools in Millis, while at all times keeping one if not 
4 both feet on the ground, have enjoyed a number of progressive features. 
Many years ago corporal punishment was discontiued. Nevertheless 
the behavior in our slassrooms will be found to be proper. Avoiding 
sarcasm, humiliation and dullness in the classroom are points covered 
i: with the faculty early each school year. The teachers have a maximum 
4 of freedom and the pupils are relaxed in their classrooms. In the great 

majority of our classes, a learning situation is immediately apparent, 

with good order and pupil participation present without strain. Some 
{ years ago at one of our national conventions the late Jan Masaryk told 

the assembly of several thousand that the phase of American public 
4 education which impressed him most was the pupils were so relaxed in 
4 their intensity and so intense in their relaxation. 


This fall, with the cooperation of the Medway Savings Bank, the 
school savings program was again revived up through grade six. This 
Practice was not uncommon in New England schools over fifty years 
ago. Thrift, one of the chief characteristics of western civilization be- 
comes a habit in this way. 


Each pupil has his own bank book and brings the book and deposit 
to his classroom teacher in the participating grades. The teacher collects 
the sealed deposits and bank books. She places both in a class envelope. 
These are collected by the Principal or a delegate and placed into a 
purse with a lock on it. In turn this is collected by a representative of 
the bank. At the bank each deposit is checked and recorded and the 
books returned. This procedure involves little classroom time. 


Report cards are used at the elementary level to supplement parent- 
teacher conferences in October, generally during American Education 
Week. We are in the process of studying elementry report cards. There 
are some communities that do not issue report cards up through grade 
six. Others have a combination of conferences and written reports. It 
is our aim to find out what is best for our situation, This is being 
studied now and adjustments based on our findings should be made in 
time for next September. 


The type of report card at the secondary level is also in the process 
of being evaluated. This area likewise is being reviewed in light of what 
is-being done in other communities and what is best for Millis. ' 


On an overall basis whatever decisions are made at both the elemen- 
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tary and secondary level about report cards, one should supplement | 
‘the other. 


THE TEACHING OF REASONING 


“How well can you think” is the emphasis in National Merit, Ad- 
vanced Placement and many other measures of student's ebility today. 


Reflective thinking would allow for better understanding and solving 
of problems in mathematics and the sciences. It would make our social 
studies more meaningful. It would permit the individual to interpret 
prose and poetry more effectively to say nothing of being able to write 
better. 


This could be developed in many ways starting at the elementary 
level. Some of the techniques are as follows: 

Assign essay questions to be answered orally at the intermediate 
grade level (e.g. Do you believe that Edison was an asset to America? 
Do you believe he was an asset to all the people in the world?) 


State two apparently unconnected facts and have pupils explain the 
relationship (e.g. The invention of the cotton gin and the War Between 
the States.) 


Make a controversial statement (not necessarily one you believe) 
and have the students discuss the pros and cons with reasons. 


Lay out equipment (in the science laboratory) and instruct three 
or four students to “Devise and carry out an experiment.” (After they 
argue and explore for twenty minutes or so they will come rp with the 
experiment for which the equipment was intended.) 


PROFESSIONAL 


This year your School Committee has maintained its active member- 
ship in the Massachusetts Association of School Committees and is 
affiliated with the National School Board Association. The local com- 
mittee generaliy is represented at the Area and State meetings. For 
the third year members of the School Committee have attended the 
School Committee Seminar at Loston University. 


Teachers belong to the local, Massachusetts Teachers Association 
and are affiliated with the National Education Ascoci:i!on. Im addition 
~to the above Clyde F. Brown Elementary Principal Mr. Tavalone is 
active in the Massachusetts Elementary Principals’ Association, and 
the Junior-Senior High School Principal, Mr. Vellante, is active in the

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Massachusetts Secondary School Principals’ Association, along with 
active membership in the Afternoon Principals’ Group. 


Your Superintendent participated in the Tri-County Superintendents’ 
Association, Massachusetts Teachers Association, New England School 
Superintendents’ Association, the National Education Association, and 
the American Association of School Administrators, 


CONCLUSION 


The National Education Act of 1958 kept the door open for some 
pump-priming of federal funds for assistance to Education Last year 
the proposed Murray-Metcalf ‘bill was filed and heard at the national 
level. Had this bill materialized it would have allowed for $25 distri- 
bution of federal funds to the states on the basis of population which 
is between the ages of 5 and 17 both inclusive, or approximately 1.1 
billion the first year. The individual states were to determine the amount 
for teachers salaries and school construction. 


Last September the full Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee 
reported out an emergency two year construction bill entitled S8, the 
McNamera bill. This Dill awaits action early in 1960. 


For informational purposes, Senator Joseph Clark of Pennsylvania 
has proposed an amendment which incorporates principles of the Mur- 
ray-Metcalf legislation without a termination date. This amendment 
will enlarge the bill to include funds for both teachers salaries and/or 
school construction as each state decides. 


At the state level a $4000 minimum teachers’ Salary was approved 
by the General Court eifective September 1, 1960. Bills have been filed 
to raise this minimum to $5000 in 1961. 


A state aid to schools bills, similar to one filed last year to give 
additional aid to cities and towns is co-sponsored by the Massachusetts 
School Superintendents’ Association and the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association. This bill would increase state aid from $30,000.000 to about 
$75,000,000. We feel strongly that increased state aid to cities and towns 
for school use is of prime importance to the welfare of public education. 
Too much money has been spent locally for the support of schools. It 
is up to us to contact our representatives in the General Court in Boston, 
Congress in Washington, and express our point of view. 


In order to be properly informed aboxt educational legislation, your 
superintendent serves as Co-Chairman of the Massachusetts School 
Superintendents’ Association, State Chairman of the N.B.A. Legislative 
Committee and as a member of the Advisory Legislative Committee to 
the State Board of Education.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is again my pleasure to submit to you this report of the Element 
ary School comprising grades kindergarten through six.

Enrollment as of October 1, 1959 totalled 735 pupils. This repre 
sents an increase of 78 pupils over the enrollment of October 1, 1958 
and 142 pupils over the past two years. The current total of 735 is 
made up of 385 boys and 350 girls. Of this total, 483 are housed in the 
Clyde F. Brown School, and 252 are housed in the junior-Senior High 
Schoo] building. Our breakdown as of October 1, 1959 is as follows:

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*Due to lack of adequate space, Grades V and V1 are attending school 
on a double sesion plan, sharing three rooms in the High School 
building. Grade V is atending the morning session from 8:05 A.M. 
to 12:15 P.M., while Grade VI is attending the afternoon session from 
12:20 P.M. to 4:30 P.M. This plan is reversed at the half-way mark 
in the schoo] year. 


Pupils of the elementary school are encouraged to take part in the 
summer reading program which is sponsored annually by the Millis 
Public Library. We are grateful to the Trustees of the Millis Public 
Library for their cooperation and interest in our school children relative 
to good reading and good reading habits. We are also grateful to them for 
story hours they have presented and which the school children of Millis 
have enjoyed. 


The annual Memorial Day excercises were again held with the en- 
tire school gathered around the flagpole. All classes participated in these 
excerises. Present also were Reverend John Leonard, Reverend Dexter 
Rice, Dr. George C. Roy, and Mr. Daniel Murphy representing the service 
organizations of the town. Each gave a brief and appropriate inspir- 
ational message on the significance of the occasion. 


In June, class picnics were held for all classes in the grove area 
surrounding the east end of the town park. We hope to continue the 
practice of annual class picnics which are one of the highlights of the 
school year for each class. 


Achievement tests were again administered in October in grades 
three through six. These tests bear no weight in a child’s scholastic 
record as they are given only as a diagnostic device to determine what 
are @ pupil’s weaknesses and where he needs more intensive individual 
help. 


Also, in accordance with the testing program, I.Q., tests were ad- 
ministered to grades one, three , and five. The results of these tests are 
not made public but are recorded on permanent records. These marks in 
no way affect the pupil’s report card, 


The Savings Stamp Program in effect last year for the last time 
showed total purchases in excess of $1,600.00. A new savings program 
was inaugurated in co-operation with the Medway Savings Bank in Sep- 
tember of 1959. Pupils now have their own individual pass books for 
both deposits and withdrawals. 

The Rhinehart Functional Handwriting System, now in its fourth 


year in Millis continues to show excellent results in the quality of in- 
dividual handwriting. Manuscript writing (printing) is taught in grades 
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one and two. The transition to cursive writing (long hand) takes place 
in grade three and continues thereafter. 


Parent-teacher conferences were again held during American Educ- 
ation Week with two afternoons given over to these conferences. On 
these two afternoons, school is not in session. Pupils are dismissed at 
noon in order to provide time for teachers to talk with parents on an ap- 
pointment basis.

REPORT OF THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The annual report of the principal of the Millis Junior-Senior High 
School is submitted in the following pages. 


The report, of necessity, will relate to school matters which have 
existed or occurred since the commencement of my duties in August, 1959. 


Organization 


Most of the citizens are aware of the inconveniences that exist in 
the Junior-Senior High School because of the housing shortage. Many 
of the problems will be solved with the completion of the new high 
school which is now under construction. We must, in the meantime, 


‘continue to correct as many problems as possible in our present enyiron- 
ment, 
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With the help of the Superintendent and through the process of 
interrogation, your principal was able to formulate a plan of organization 
for the opening of school. A master schedule program was devised which 
enveloped the entire school program. From the program, evolved the de- 
velopment of pupil and teacher program cards, On opening day each 
pupil received his program card, duplicated the same, and reported to 
his second hour class. Teachers and pupils cooperated well in this pro- 
gram so that few problems resulted. 


The teachers met with the principal prior to opening day and were 
given instructions relative to their duties. A review of the program was 
later presented to the pupils. Our pupils seem to have accepted the 
challenge of responsibility, regulations, initiative, and cooperation at 
this early stage of the school year. It is the hope of the principal that 
this enthusiasm will continue. 


Curriculum 


In any given year the curriculum must be reviewed and improved 
as the need arises. This must be done so that we can provide course 
offerings which are most valuable to all of our pupils. 


This year, the area of science, social studies, music, and physical 
education have been upgraded. Other areas such as business, lansuages, 
math, English and literature are being studied by committees, and cur- 
riculum proposals have been made so that our aim is always toward 
higher standards. 


Personnel 


The need for a full time guidance director is evident. Limited space 
has demanded a limited program. In order to meet the needs of our 
students, full time provision must be made for counseling, carefnl eval- 
uation of pupil planning pupil conferences. increased information relative 
to graduates, a complete testing program, interpretation of test results, 
complete and up-to-date scholastic records, and reports of progress, 
interests, health, and background of each pupil. 


With the opening of a new school, it is imperative that we have a 
full time librarian, professionally trained in library science. Books, 
periodicals, research materials, globes, magazines, and newspapers should 
be made ayailable to students for enrichment and growth. Following 
the initiation of such a program, continued appropriations in this area 
would enable us to have a well equipped modern school library. 


The problem of compiling an adequate list of subtitute teachers still 
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continues; therefore it is desirable that application be made by persons. 
preferably with college degrees, who are available for substitute work 
During the winter months, when illness is more prevalent, a formidable 
list is imperative. The High School has been limited to the services of 
only a few substitute teachers. This has been sufficient to the present 
time, but it is not a situation which would supply any degree of sec- 
urity if several teachers were taken ill at the same time. 


The efficient functioning of the school is dependent upon its staff 
members. Attention to personnel is a major part of the principal’s 
program, It has been necessary to add new personnel at the secondary 
level. Only one of this group has had previous experience. 


The newspapers have provided meaningful information relative to 
the Junior High School activities, High School athletics, senior class 
play, and other pertinent news of the school. 


Teachers and the principal have attended conferences and meetings 
and have had the opportunity to meet professionally with teachers and 
principals of other communities, a procedure which results in an en- 
richment and professional growth. 


The Parent-Teacher Association meeting each month has done much 
to foster an understanding of the school. Its cooperation and the op 
portunities it has offered the school have developed a most helpful and 
meaningful situation. 


Conelusion 


The principal has made an attempt to provide a broad view of the 
educational program and needs of the Jenior-Senior High School. Of 
necessity, the points discussed have been limited but pertinent. 


The principal is certain that Clyde F. Brown, former principal, 
would join with me and the High School family in extending our sincere 
appreciation to those organizations which have provided scholarships to 
our sraduating seniors or have contributed in any other way toward 
the successiul operation of the school. 


The cooperation of the pupils, parents, and teachers is gratefully 
acknowledged. I would like to express my appreciation to Dr. Roy and 
to the members of the School Committee for their wise guidance and 
counsel and to Mrs, Thumith, school secretary, for her understanding 
and patience. 
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The continued efforts of all concerned cannot fail to improve the 
education of our young people in such challenging times.

REPORT OF GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 


ia To the Superintendent of Schools: 


{ Representatives from many colleges, professional and technical 

schools appeared at our Office and in may instances talked with pupils 
showing an interest in a particular field. Several field trips were ar- 
ranged. 


The services of the United States Employment Service were utilized 
and members of the senior class were tested and interviewed ‘by Mr. 
George Larkin of Milford, Chief Interviewer. Mr. Roland Darling, Educ- 
ational and Vocational Director of Northeastern University spoke on 
various careers and opportunities giving an illustrated lecture. 


A battery of aptitude and ability tests was given to members of the 
_ junior class. This battery attempts to discover interests and is an im- 
_ portant counseling device. The abilities measured allow for guidance 
into fields of suitability. 


The Kuder Preference was given to the ninth grade. 


At the junior high level we introduced the Scientific Research As- 
sociates battery of achievement tests. This test was administered under 
my direction and this year included grade 6 which would be our in- 
coming seventh grade group. 


_ The purposes of this test are scyeral in nature but the main purpose 

_ to which we put them to use is in determining the growth of the in- 

dividual in relation to his achievement to that of others in the same pos- 

ition in school. This information, coupled with past accomplishment 

and present grades presents a graphic picture of the child in regard to 
his performance and his potential. 
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The SRA Battery covered four major areas: Work Study Skills, 
Reading, Language Arts, and Arithmetic. 


All three grades scored above the national norm of performance 
and in comparison with 20 other schools in eastern Massachusetts scored 
exceptionally well. 


I wish to thank the members of faculty, Mr Brown and Mr. Vellante, 
the Principals, the P.T.A. for providing funds for field trips, and the 
Superintendent for the help extended.

REPORT OF BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


(This year the Physical Education Department has given the pro- 
gram e “new look.” Regular periods have been scheduled to fill the 
necessary school requirements in the school curriculum. 


Each student is required to take two hours of physical education 
each week unless excused by a physician because of ill health. 


This year, the department requires that all students in gym classes 
wear a uniform that is approved by the Physical Education Department 
Each boy is to purchase his own uniform. 


The program will cover all phases of physical education. Body 
building and “physical fitness will be of primary importance to each 
student.. The development of motor skills will also constitute a large 
portion of the program, along with fundamentals in major sports, group 
games, lead-up games and carry-over sports. 


| 
| 
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Individual sports such as tennis, golf, and hand ball will be in- 
troduced so that a student may take an interest and learn the funda- 
amentals of sports he may use after he graduates from high school. 
‘This type of introduction to a sport has a great carry-over value for 
physical fitness throughout a lifetime. 


Health will not be overlooked during the year. Showers will be 
required of all students at the end of each gym class, unless a note from 
home is approved by the Physical Education Department because of a 
recent illness. Uniforms must be kept clean and an inspection will be 
held at the beginning of each month. 


The physical education resolves itself to help every young man 
become a superior citizen in the community through spirited competition 
and fair play. It will develop in the student self-confidence, courage, 
and understanding of himself through his own individual effort. 


The success of the Physical Education Program this year is due to 
the cooperation of the students, teachers, parents, school administrators, 
and custodians.

REPORT OF GIRLS’ AND ELEMENTARY 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The physical education program consists of situations selected and 
organized for the purpose of developing the personality of pupils by new 
insights, sense of values, skills and abilities. It’s function is to stimulate 
experiences which will result in desirable growth and development of 
appropriate physical, social, and psychological outcomes. Physical 
education is an integrated part of total education in helping to develop 
well-rounded individuals, fit to partake in a community as good citizens. 


In the elementary grades one, three, four, each room has one half 
hour period of physical education every other week and two recess 
periods each day. During the physical education periods activities are 
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taught and are often played during recesses. Balls, jumpropes and 
other equipment is given to each room for use during free play. 


In the Junior and Senior High School the students receive two full 
periods in physical education each week. The girls are instructed in 
activities such as field hockey, volley ball, basketball, softball, tennis, 
badminton, stunts, tumbling, and various forms of dance. 


On the high school level there are ten cheerleaders who work very 
hard at putting on pep rallies and cheering at the football games im the 
Fall and also cheer for the boys’ basketball team in Winter. The cheer- 
leaders also compete in a tournament. There is an interscholastic 
program in basketball and softball for girls. This year Millis helped form 
the Twin-County Girls Basketball League with six other towns. They 
will compete with each town for a trophy. 


I wish to thank the school administration, athletic director, and 
custodians for their help in carrying out this program.

REPORT READING ANALYST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Remedial Reading has been defined as good teaching, A program 
In Remedial Reading is planned for the purpose of taking the pupil from 
where he is and leading him on to higher levels of accomplishment and 
adjustment in the areas where he is particularly deficient. 


The specific nature of the remedial treatment to be given a pupil 
should depend upon the particular diagnosis which is made of his case. 
No two pupils are exactly alike either with respect to the deficiencies 
they May have, or with respect to the intention and goals they possess. 


Some of the techniques employed in the process of teaching a pupil 
to read are: 


1. The Alphabet and Phonetic Methods which encourage correct 
word pronunciation, foster accurate word recognation stress left to 
right direction of word attack and aid in spelling.. 


2.‘The Word Method constitutes the quickest way of teaching a 
basic sight vocabulary and for getting the process of reading under way. 
This method needs the support of other methods. 


3. Phrase Work promotes fluency and efficient eye movement. The 
Sentence and Paragraph Methods are designed to develop a thought- 
getting attitude. This stress of meaning serves to discourage word-for- 
word reading, to capture the pupil’s interest and to permit an easy 
introduction to reading. 


For some, reading is not easy. A gradual introduction of the slow 
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learner into reading situation should be provided through 2 background 
of satisfying experiences. Some children mature slower than other 
children. With understanding, however, they can advance. 


Planning reading periods that do not interfere with any student’s 
curriculum is a difficult task and the arranging and rearranging of 
schedules ere burdensome to students. Any attempt, however, to meet 
the problems of a wide range of reading abilities would have to be 
flexible in the initial steps. A teacher also must be flexible to meet the 
individual differences in students. 


Once reading techniques are mastered and firmly entrenched, speed 
exercises will be introducd such as practise in eye spanning, skimming 
and the use of mechanical devices. Skimming gives more improvement 
to reading than anything else. The reader can skim to see which part 
is important and which is not. Those who have trouble with reading 
will not be able to note the high points in a sentence, but practise, 
practise and more practise will develop this ability. 


I now wish to express my appreciation to our Superintendent, Dr. 
George Roy, and our Principal, Mr. William Vellante. who have been 
more than helpful to me on many occassions, and I can assure them 
that I am most grateful. 


Miss Coldwell has been most cooperative in allowing us to share 
her office.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOi NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The objectives of a school health program are to improve or maintain 
the health of the school child; to assist those youngsters with physical 
handicaps to do as much as their physical limitations will allow; to 
help those children whose emotional problems are limiting their ability 
to learn and adjust socially, 


It is generally accepted that most children learn at a fairly constant 
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pace, thus the progression of a group of children from grade to grade. 
Occasionally, however, the teacher brings to my attention the child 
who does not seem to be able to keep pace with the others. While there 
are any number of reasons for this, I will mention only there major ones: 
the child whose physical disability has slowed him down temporarily; 
the child who is proven through special testing to be mentally retarded; 
and the child who has an emotional problem which impairs his learning 
ability for a time. 


It is not so long ago that the school teachers found themselves in 
the position of recognizing the latter two groups, and at the same time 
realizing they had ‘but little they could offer the parents, in the way of 
a solution. 


In the case of the physically handicapped child, the school makes 
every eifort to follow the doctor’s recommendation so that the child will 
get as much as possible out its school time. 


Working with the second group is always more difficult for parent, 
teacher and nurse. No one likes to tell a parent that their child is 
incapable of regular schoo] work. There is now, however, a brighter 
side. Classes have been set up to give these youngsters every possible 
educational advantage. Once a parent has been told that their child 
nceds special training, it is often a slow process to get them to enroll 
the child in a class geared to his ability. It is too bad that so many of 
Our reactions concering mental institutions and special class groups 
are false. In the school for children who need special training, all the 
play and classroom activities are planned accordingly by teachers who 
“are especially picked for their jobs. Today, many of these schools offer 
educational facilities equal to those of any public school system, even 
to gym, cooking and beauty courses, choral and band groups. I cannot 
too strongly urge vou, if you are the parent of one of these very special 
children, to at least visit a school set up for them and see these classes 
first hand. 


Help is obtained for the third group of children through consulta- 
tions with the psychologists from the Greater Framingham Mental Health 
Association. Children react in many ways to their problems. If a 
teacher has a child about whom she is concerned, a consulation is planned 
with the psychologist. At this consultation, suggestions are made for 
dealing with the child. Oftentimes, several teachers are concerned with 
the same child, and so, a group conference is arranged. 


The most common problems discussed are: the child who is not 
doing the work of which the teacher feels he is capable; the extremely 
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shy child or the very bothersome child. These children are never seen 
by the psychologist at school and yet many are helped by the suggestive © 
therapy offered at these teacher, psychologist, nurse conferences. F 


When the situation is one which cannot be properly handled by 
the school consultation, the parents are advised to seek help at the 
Menta] Health Center in Framingham. a 


The services of the Mental Health Center staff are also used at the — 
Well Child Conferences which are sponsored by the Millis Visiting 
Nurse Association. At these conferences, preschool children are given 
a physical examination and a dental survey. The mother has an op- q 
portunity to talk to the psychologist and social worker about her child- 7 
ren. Oftentimes a few Suggestions concerning a child are all that is 
necessary. If it seems advisabie, a reappointment is given. 


These Well Child Conferences are still in their first year, thus itis ~ ‘ 
too early to determine their value as related to the school children It 
is felt that by helping parents to better understand the reasons behind 
their child’s behavior, we can prevent some more serious conditions 
from occuring. 


All our nursing activities are planned to create a safe and healthy — 
situation for the children and personnel alike. There have been some 
services, however, which have expanded to encompass the adult and 
preschool group also. Chief among these was the Salk Vaccine pro- 
gram held last summer. In all 997 doses of vaccine were given to child- 
ren, parents and teachers. It is hoped shortly to set up clinics to com 
plete the series. This extensive inoculation program would not have 
been possible except for the combined efforts of the Directors of the 
Millis Visiting Nurse Association, volunteers enlisted from the graduate 
nurses in our community, members of the P/T.A., the commercial de — 
partment of the High School, and other interested groups. 


This fall, 631 children were given physical examinations by Dr 
Zalvan, our school physician. Parents were notified of any conditions — 
found which needed correction or treatment. As part of our school ‘ 
thealth program, the parents of the children in the elementary school — 
were invited to be present when their child was examined. In this way — 
many minor conditions are brousht to their attention before they 
become serious. If a parent had other children in Grades 7 — 12 the 
doctor discussed the results of thoir excutination with the parent at — 
this time. This year 176 children were examined while 102 parents © 
were present and the physical findings of 28 children were discussed. — 
This parent participation is very gratifying to us and we hope it makes 4 
the physical examination more meaningful to the parent. 
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Three Pre-School registration days were held in May. One hundred 
fourteen children were examined for Kindergarten and two for first 


grade. This year, for the first time, dental Survey was done by a dental 


“hygienist from the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. These 


registration days help the school to determine the number of children 
entering Kindergarten; their state of health; and gives the child and 
parent an opportunity to meet the school personnel with whom he will 
be associated during the year. 


This past year the Board of Health sponsored 33 Dental Clinics at 
the Elementary School. One hundred forty-three children were x-rayed 
and 100 received treatment. The work done included: 98 cleanings; 110 
restorations of temporary teeth (baby), and 228 restorations of per- 
manent teeth. Night temporary teeth and nine permanent teeth were ex- 
tracted. Even though this Clinic operates weekly during the school year, 
it is not possible to give care to all the youngsters whose parents desire 
it for them. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health recently checked 
our x-ray equipment for radiation danger. The lead apron which we 
are using to protect the children was felt to give adequate protection. 
Whey did advise the purchase of a lead screen and an expandable cord 
for the x-ray machine in order to insure the safety of the Clinic per- 
sonnel. This equipment has already been purchased by the Board of 
Health. 


All chidren receive a vision and hearing test at some time during 
the school year. Parents are notified if a child fails to pass either of 
these examinations. However, if you suspect your child is not seeing 
or hearing properly, a check with a qualified person is indicated. 


In October, the Mobile Unit from Norfolk County Hospital x-rayed 
25 personnel and found every one negative. 


In December, a team from the Norfolk County Hospital did Mantoux 
tests (skin tests for the detection of Tuberculosis) on all pupils in the 
Junior Class whose parents requested it. Final results on these children 
have not been received. 


Each Spring, the Millis Visting Nurse Association and Board of 
Health sponsor Clinics for the immunization of children from four 
‘months of age through Grade 6 against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, and 


- Tetanus, Twenty-nine children completed the initial series and 165 re- 


ceived the “booster” dose. 


Diphtheria, which has been almost nonexistent for quite some time, 
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has again begun to appear in our young adult group. This Spring 216 — 
children in grades 7 — 12 received a booster of Diphteria and Tetanus 
toxoid as recommended by the Department of Public Health. 


All the activities of the school nurse are possible oniy because so 
many people are willing to give so freely of their time and talents when- © 
ever the situation warrants. To the Directors of the Millis Visiting 
Nurse Association, again my heartiest thanks for your efforts in behalf 
of Millis children and adults alike. My thanks also to Dr. Roy, Dr. 
Zalvan, all the school personnel and Mrs Brodeur, my assistant nurse. 
It has been my Sincere privilege to work with all of you for the better- 
ment of our community through its children.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


From the school children of today, we shall derive our future leaders 
at the local, national and international] levels. The health of the school 
child, therefore, must be given primary consideration in all long-range 
planning — economic, political, or social. By imsuring for schoolage 
children the optimum physical, mental and spiritual care, our nation 
will develop sound future citizens capable of making important con- 
tributions to its security and international status. 


It is the purpose of the medicai department to contribute to the 
health program in the school which is the focal point of so much of a 
child’s lite. This effort, however, must extend to include also the family, 
the church, the entire community. The end product must be children, 
sound in body, in mind, and in spirit, who can attain their entire po- 
tential. 


' The major purpose of our schoo] health program is to maintain and 
improye the health of the school-age child — and to detect and help to 
eradicate the factors that undermine its health. The program itself must 
also include health education, instruction in nutrition, accident pre 
vention, recreation and physical education. School buildings, all fac 
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ilities and the grounds must be kept safe and healthful. 


We have previously listed the services performed by this medical 
department in its efforts to achieve these aims: 


1. Appraisal of health status of pupils and school personnel. 

2. Discussions with pupils and parents concerning findings. 

8. Encouragement of correction remedial defects. 

4. Assistance in the idenification and education of all handicapped 
children. 

5. Prevention and control of disease and contagion. 

6. Emergency service for injury or sudden sickness. 

7. School inspections for safety and health hazards. 


With these aims in view, we carried out our annual physical ex- 
amination of the pupils. Of a total of 631 examined, about 35% showed 
no defects. As usual, the most prevalent, defects were found in the feet, 
teeth, throat and nutrition. These conditions were discussed with parents 
who were present during the examinations, and suggestions for remedy 
were made, We are glad to note that contagion, in the schools, was non- 
existent. For the first time, we gave booster injections for diphtheria and 
tetanus to the high school students. 


We in the School Medical Department are completely aware of the 
importance of safeguarding the health of our children and educating 
them properly in health matters while they are attending school; but all 
members of the community, not only those in the health professions, 
must share the responsibility for their health and education. It is, there- 
fore, appropriate at this time to extend our sincere thanks to Myrtle 
Coldwell, R.N., who gives so much of her time and does such a good 
job, to Helen Brodeur, R.N., her assistant, to the School Committee and 
Faculty for their complete cooperation, to the Board of Health for its 
ever-ready help in preventive medicine, and, finally, to the parents with- 
out whose help we would make little progress.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics—thirty-three in all — 
were held this year for the period extending from September 1958 to June 
1959. After dental examinations, notices were sent home stating the 
corrective treatment needed, and many parents elected to have this work 
done at the School Clinics. In all, 143 children were x-rayed. One 
hundred children were treated. Treatment consisted of 110 Silver 
fillings in temporary teeth, 191 Silver fillings in permanent teeth, 37 
porcelain fillings and 98 cleanings. Eight temporary and nine permanent 
teeth were extracted. 


The x-ray machine at the school has been checked by the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Health and a new protective screen has 
been purchased. Again, I wish to emphasize that we can examine each 
child only once during the school year, but such examinations are nec- 
essary two to three times each year. Only in this way can the standards 
of dental health be maintained at a high level. 


I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Coldwell and the Board of 
Health for thier assistance and cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The work in clothing and fabrics is planned primarily to include 
basic teachings in the entire field of clothing selection, construction, 
and care. The aims of this course are to arouse an interest in being 
able to sew, to learn basic stitches, and their application, to become 
skilled in the use of the sewing machine, the ability to choose a simple 
commercial pattern and to make a garment from this pattern, and to 
stimulate an interest in personal appearance. 
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The eight grade girls presently are constructing plaid jumpers. 
Blouses of various styles are being made by our seventh grade girls. 


All garments are made according to the Simplicity Unit Construction 
Method, the text, “How to Look and Dress.” and the Simplicity Sewing 
Book are used for reference with adjustments being made to fit the 
needs of the sudents. 


Other projects planned for this year are Christmas gift making and 
holiday table decoration. The latter half of the year the students will 
have a choice of garments, which they will construct. These will include 
skirts, Bermuda shorts, and dresses. Each girl will model her outfits 
at the PTA Fashion Show in the Spring.

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REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


This year, due to double sessions in the elementary school, the 
Industrial Arts program starts at the seventh grade level. 


The projects this year in the seventh grade are wall shelves or 
hangers. There are many knick-knack shelves being made plus gun 
racks, door shelves, and various other objects which may be attached to 
walls or doors. 


In the eight grade this year the boys are making a patio serving 
table. This project is being constructed using the assembly or pro- 
duction line method. Each boy will have experience in operation of 
the following machine tools: drill press, electric handdrill, and band saw. 
They also are being shown and are using jigs and fixtures of various 
Einds for checking and layout work and holding devices of their own 
design. 


The high school program this year consists of Power Mechanics I 
which imeludes the theory of the internal combustion engine with 
emphasis being placed upon the basic mechanisms used. Some pract- 
ical experience in the use of hand tools, and measuring instruments is 
also obtained but on a limited basis due to lack of space and facilities 
which we know will be remedied upon completion of the new school. 


Mechanical Drawing is included again this year in the high school 
eurriculum. New drafting instruments were purchased enablirg each 
student to have a complete set for which he is responsible. A drawing 
work book is used in conjuction with a text book which allows the 
Students to move along at a rate compatible with his own speed and 
understanding of the material covered. 


The Industrial Arts department looks forward to the many im- 
provements in space and facilities which will be afforded by the com- 
pletion of the new Junior-Senior High School. We wish to thank those 
who have helped this year to make our program successful. Through 
Mr. Tamuleviz, many films were borrowed from the film library of the 
Ford Motor Co. which proved to be very interesting and informative.

These requirements may be accomplished at Millis High School and 
a student who receives a certificate is entitled to a reduction of his or 
her insurance premium.

REPORT OF PENMANSHIP 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


An excellent handwriting product is not achieved by accident. 
Instead, it is the result of painstaking teaching on the part of devoted 
classroom teachers working under intelligent supervision with adequate 
instructional and motivationa] materials. 


An examination of the results obtained in handwriting for the school 
year ending in June 1959, shows that an excellent handwriting product 
Tas been forthcoming in your schools indicating that the materials have 
been adequate, the work of the teachers highiy satisfactory and that the 
motivation and instruction, materials, and consistent diagnosis has been 
efliective. Our major objective, naturally, is to teach technical hand- 
writing io a point where the student has attained or surpassed the 
national norm in speed and quality. There are other objectives, however, 
of an almost equal importance such as to help the pupil appreciate and 
enjOy good handwriting and at the same time to have him acquire good 
work habits that will insure neatness, accuracy, and attention to details. 


At the end of the last schoo] term we found that 84.2% of the grades 
given to students in a formal handwiting test were A (excellent); 11.4% 
were graded B (good}: and only 4.4% were graded C or fair. During 
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the school year we graded the handwriting on approximately 14,856 
spelling, arithmetic, and English papers. In addition to this we graded 
a formal test paper for each child each month for the items of neatness, 
letter forms, size, alignment, spacing, slant, ending strokes and line 
quality. During the year we supplied new instructional and motivational 
materials for the pupils and teachers along with the necessary in- 


struciion in the use of these materials. 


In general, we are very pleased with the results obtained and the- 
splendid cooperation of the administrative staff and the teachers,
